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Woman 
Convicted 

of Killing 
Aquebogue Man, 
Trying to Steal 
His House

Central Islip woman was convicted 

on January 24 of killing a 69-year-old 
Aquebogue man and then forging his will 
in an attempt to steal his house two years 
ago. 

A Suffolk County jury found Donatila 
O’Mahony guilty of second-degree murder, 
criminal possession of a forged instrument 
and attempted grand larceny in the death of 
Lee Pedersen, who was found dead of a gun- 
shot wound to the back of the head on March 
8, 2020. 

“The motive for this murder was greed, 
pure and simple,” said Suffolk County Dis- 
trict Attorney Raymond Tierney. “O’Mahony 
befriended the victim and then deliberately 
set out to steal his estate.” 

Prosecutors said the 42-year-old woman 
had a friend purchase two handguns for 
her, borrowed a car to drive to Pedersen’s 
home and later had one of the guns de- 
stroyed. Evidence recovered included a bag 
of ammunition on which O’Mahony’s and 
the victim’s DNA was recovered, according 
to investigators. i 

After the murder, O’Mahony forged Peder- 
sen’s will, attempted to steal one of the homes 
he owned and convinced a friend to sign the 
forged will as witnesses, authorities said. 

O’Mahony faces up to 25 years to life in 
prison when Judge Timothy P. Mazzei is 
scheduled to sentence her on February 28.

Clean Ocean Action and several New Jersey law- 
makers on January 9 called for a pause in construc- 
tion and an investigation into the deaths. But last 
week, a coalition of advocates held a news confer- 
ence arguing that there is “no evidence” of a link 
between the wind farm site work and whale deaths 
in New York and New Jersey. The National Oceano- 
graphic and Atmospheric Administration, and the 
Bureau of Ocean Energy Management later said it 
too has found no such evidence. ; 

“There is no information supporting that any 
of the equipment used in support of offshore wind 
development could directly lead to the death of a 
whale,” Benjamin Laws, deputy chief for permits 
and conservation with NOAA Fisheries Office of

Protected Resources, told reporters. “There are no 
known connections between any offshore wind ac- 
tivities and any whale strandings.” 

NOAA said there have been 14 whale strand- 
ings on the East Coast since December 1, including 
humpback whales, which are common in the area, 
and some sperm whales, which are an endangered 
species. Some were suspected of dying from ship 
strikes. 

“This whole thing is being brought up as a hypoth- 
esis that has no basis in fact,” Capt. Paul Eidman, 
a charter boat captain and head of Anglers for Off- 
shore Wind, told reporters. “I’m concerned by some 
groups’ baseless claims that the deaths are linked to 
surveys operating off our coast.” 

Orsted, the Danish wind energy company involved 
in most of the projects, said its survey vessels have 
not struck any whales, and said the sampling meth- 
ods do not disturb whales or other marine mam- 
mals. In response, Clean Ocean Action reiterated its 
call for a halt in the work.

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Thiele Renews 
Bill to Protect 
Unmarked 
Graves Following 
Governor’s Veto

ssemblymember Fred W. Thiele Jr. (D- 

A. Sag Harbor) has reintroduced the Un- 

marked Burial Site Protection Act to safeguard 

unmarked burial grounds across New York 

State. This legislation passed both houses last 

year, but Gov. Kathy Hochul vetoed the bill in 
December. ; 

Currently, New York is one of only three 
states that do not provide comprehensive pro- 
tections to determine the cultural affiliation 
and disposition of human remains interred in 
an unmarked burial site. 

Thiele’s legislation (A.2029) would enact 
measures to prevent additional destruction of 
these sites when culturally significant remains 
or funerary items are uncovered by developers. 

“Native burial sites throughout New York 
deserve protection and should be accorded 
dignity and respect. Native American commu- 
nities like the Shinnecocks, the Ukechaugs and 
the Montauketts in my district have worked 
diligently to protect their sacred burial lands,” 
Thiele said, adding that the Community Pres- 
ervation Fund (CPF) has also been invaluable 
for preserving critical sites in Shinnecock Hills. 


Members of the Shinnecock Nation had for 


years tried to protect their ancestral burial 
ground at Sugar Loaf Hill, located on Montauk 
Highway in Southampton, before CPF funds 
were used to purchase the land so it could be 
returned to its natural state and preserved. 

“This bill would provide much-needed pro- 
tection to these sites. It is a crucial step in 
righting the wrongs of the past by giving these 
lands the recognition and protection that Na- 
tive American burial grounds deserve,” the 
assemblyman said. “The governor's decision 
to veto this legislation last year was ill-consid- 
ered. The governor must take a fresh look at 
this issue. Justice demands it.” 

In December, Hochul also vetoed a bill that 
would grant the Montaukett Tribe state rec- 
ognition, and she vetoed an effort to change 
Columbus Day officially to Indigenous Peoples’ 
Day in September, leading to criticism from 
New York tribes, including the Seneca, who 
have called out the governor for her “pattern 
of disrespect” toward tribal nations and their 
people. 

Past iterations of the Unmarked Burial Site 
Protection Act date back as far as 2009. 


East End Reacts to 

Hochul’s Proposed 

Affordable Housing 
Mandate

ov. Kathy Hochul’s proposed mandate for Long 

Island leaders to dramatically increase the 
amount of affordable housing in their communities 
is getting a mixed reaction on the East End. 

Democrats who back such projects praised the 
plan to require 3% increases every three years in 
transit-oriented housing near Long Island Rail Road 
stations over the next decade across the downstate 
region. Republicans were less enthusiastic. 

“This is not a one-size-fits-all approach,” Hochul 
said in her State of the State address, a third of which 
focused on her housing plan. “Local governments 
can meet these targets however they want and shape 
the ways they expand building capacity, such as re- 
developing old malls and office parks, incentivizing 
new housing production or updating zoning rules to 
reduce barriers.” 

The governor’s New York Housing Compact pro- 
posal aims to build 800,000 new homes statewide 
over the next decade to address the housing crisis 
— and would give New York State the power to fast 
track and overrule local decisions on proposed devel- 
opments. The plan comes after voters in the East End 
towns of East Hampton, Southampton, Southold and 
Shelter Island approved referenda creating a 0.5% 
real estate tax to fuel affordable housing projects. 

“Just building new housing units alone in no way

insures affordability,’ cautioned state Assembly- 
member Fred W. Thiele Jr. (D-Sag Harbor), who 
supports the compact. “Market forces have over- 
whelmingly directed growth to seasonal and luxury 
housing ... Ifthe governor's plan does not also include 
provisions that new home growth is also affordable, 
it will fail. These new housing units will become more 
seasonal luxury housing or Airbnbs unattainable for 
local families and workers.” : 

Critics say the fast track approval program would 
strip municipalities of their ability to combat the 
unwanted housing developments, worsen traffic, 
strain local infrastructure and overwhelm schools, 
although Hochul said localities would get help from 
the state in the form of new funding for infrastruc- 
ture such as schools, roads and sewers. 

“Every Long Island community has its own unique 
identity,” said Riverhead Town Supervisor Yvette 
Aguiar, a Republican whose community was the only 
one on the East End not to put the affordable housing 
tax up for a vote. “Solutions to Long Island housing 
needs to be addressed by each unique community. 
The only way that can happen is if solutions are cre- 
ated through local governments addressing the par- - 
ticular needs of each community.”

East Hampton Village Increases _ 
Non-Resident Beach Parking Fees by 50%

: ie price of a non-resident beach 
parking permit in East Hampton 
Village is jumping from $500 to $750 
for the 2023 season — a massive in- 
crease that has ruffled some local feath- 
ers and isn’t likely to make it easier for 
non-village residents to snag one of the 
most coveted prizes on the East End. 

Each year, the total number of non- 
resident beach permits available for 
sale is capped by a Village statute at 
3,100. The math is daunting for the 
many thousands of homeowners in 
the Town of East Hampton who find 
it tough to envision a summer without 
unfettered vehicular access to EHV’s 
world-class beaches. But the village 
has a plan. 

There is a modicum of good news this 
year for local beachgoers, providing 


they or someone they know can show 
up in person at the EHV firehouse this 
Friday, January 27 with proof of East 
Hampton Town residency. From 9 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. on Friday, a total of 1,500 
permits will be made available to East 
Hampton Town residents who appear 
in person at the firehouse. And those 
permits will be sold at last year’s price 
of $500. Quantities will be strictly lim- 
ited to one permit per person, accord- 
ing to East Hampton Village Mayor 
Jerry Larsen. 

“We're listening to people’s com- 
plaints,” Larsen says. “We think this 
program is going to help year-round 
local residents. We've never done this 
before, so we don’t know what’s going 
to happen. But I expect to see a lot of 
people at the firehouse on the 27th.” 

On February 1, the official online 


permit sale begins at 9 a.m. at the full 


. $750 price. Last year, it took less than 


a day for all 3,100 permits to sell out. 
The village’s approximately 1,500 resi- 
dents are guaranteed a free permit for 
every registered vehicle they own, but 
those are in addition to the 3,100 per- 
mits set aside for non-residents. 

When asked about the magnitude of 
the price hike, Larsen acknowledges 
that it was designed, at least in part, 


as an attempt to tamp down demand ° 


for permits. But he also points out that 
East Hampton Village does not receive 
tax revenue from non-EHV residents 
for its beach improvement and mainte- 
nance projects. 

“I get complaints from town resi- 


dents that they can’t get a sticker be- 


cause they sell out in no time,” he says. 
“T understand their frustration, but 
(non-EHV residents) have to remem- 
ber that they don’t pay taxes in the vil- 


as 
lage. 

We've increased services at the 
beaches,” Larsen adds. “That’s expen- 
sive. We’re doing more beach-raking, 
we're doing nighttime garbage pickups, 
we're hiring more lifeguards ... and 
we've done major work at Georgica 
Beach.” Ae 

After the EHV in-person permit 
event on January 27 and the online 
sale that begins on February 1, the ef- 
fects of the village’s price hike and its 
one-day discount program will become. 
clear. Whether or not the plan frees 
up more permits and results in fewer 
disgruntled residents remains an open 
question until then. 

East End locals and visitors know 
that navigating beach parking permit 
rules can be a frustratingly labyrin- 
thine experience. Picture a young cou- 
ple planning to spend a summer week- 
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end hitting some of the South Fork’s 
best beaches. 

The couple’s journey begins at ‘Rog- 
ers Beach in Westhampton, with stops 
at Quogue Village Beach, Ponquogue 
Beach in Hampton Bays, Coopers 
Beach in Southampton, Havens Beach 
in Sag Harbor, Main Beach in East 
Hampton, Atlantic Avenue Beach in 
Amagansett and Ditch Plains in Mon- 
tauk. By the time the couple makes it to 
Montauk, they'll have had to procure 
no fewer than seven separate parking 
permits — and spent a king’s ransom 
along the way. : 

Since East End towns and villages 
rely on parking permit revenues to 
keep their budgets above water, non- 
residents shouldn't expect to park at 
their favorite pristine slice of ocean real 
estate without a significant cash outlay 
anytime soon.

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Honoring This Week’s Cover Artist: Ben Fenske

O n this week’s cover of Dan's Papers, we have 
the 2020 oil painting “Girl, Morning” by Ben 


Fenske. 

Born in 1978 to a working-class Minnesotan fam- 
ily, Fenske dreamed of becoming an artist and was 
greatly inspired by the works of major Russian paint- 
ers that he was introduced to in his teens. He sought 
classical art training at the Bougie Studio in Min- 
neapolis, founded by former students of renowned 
artist Richard Lack, and continued his studies at the 
Studio of Joseph Paquet and the prestigious Florence 
Academy of Art. 

It was at the Florence Academy in Italy where he, 


at age 21, met Laura Grenning, founder and owner | 


principal of Grenning Gallery in Sag Harbor, who 
was there working on a film. After leaving the acad- 
emy and taking some time to earn money building 

_roads, much like the other men in his family, he 
stayed in touch with Grenning, sending her images 
of his developing works. 

“He would email me paintings, and every single 
one of them showed great promise, but they were 
teeny, like 6 by 8 inches,” Grenning says. It wasn’t un- 
til a Florence Academy alumni show years later that a 
Fenske painting made Grenning stop and recognize 
that he was ready to take on the art world. “It doesn’t 
happen very often in a dealer's life when you're look- 
ing at a room of art and something just jumps out 
— to the point where I got a physical reaction. I ran 
across the room to this painting.” 

Grenning bought the painting and offered him his 
breakout solo show. “I gave him his solo show, and 
we've been selling out since then,” she says, noting 
that Fenske has become her gallery’s top earner in 
terms of dollars made from the sale of his paintings. 

“Technically, he is an incredible draftsman, but 
he doesn’t draw with his paintbrush, so he’s very 
accurate in his expressive brushstrokes,” Grenning 
explains. “This is one of the most distinguishing 


techniques of Ben Fenske: his accuracy for color 
and light, the hue, lightness and darkness, but he’s 
not fussy with the paintbrush. It’s almost like an ab- 
stract painting. If you squint at the paintings or put 
them way far away from you, they look like a photo- 
graph. Up close, if you were to hold up your hand in 
a four-by-four-inch square, it looks like a complete

abstraction. In many ways, I would attribute this lack 
of fussiness and very focused drive for accuracy and 
naturalism as one of the reasons his work is so easy 
and wonderful to live with.” 

Included in American Artist magazine’s list of the 
Best 25 Living Artists in 2012, Fenske has held true 
to his admiration of Russian art throughout his ca- 
reer. He took courses at the Russian Academy of Art, 
was invited to join a plein air painting trip to Russian 
landscape painter Isaac Levitan’s hometown and 
worked with Grenning to create the Russian-Ameri- 
can Painting Alliance, a 2016 art residency and exhi- 
bition that repaid the kindness of his Russian artist 
friends by allowing them a place to stay and paint in 
Maine and in Sag Harbor. 

“In the mid-2oth century, classically trained Rus- 
sian painters ... when they were free to paint what 


they wanted, they were often out in the countryside, : 


but they were so good at figures that they would paint 
figures in nature, figures in their daily lives, out of 
doors,” Grenning says of the artists that inspired Fen- 
ske. “This distinguishes him from a lot of my other

classical painters in that he’s interested in painting a 
more naturalistic subject. He’s much more interested 
in painting them naturally and in daylight.” | 

Fenske has been working and living in Sag Harbor 
and the Florence area for over a decade. Grenning 
Gallery has maintained a strong relationship with 
him since 2007 and manages about 95% of the art 
that he sells. There’s always something of his on view 
at the gallery, and he’s given an annual solo show, 
usually in August. His contemporary paintings are 
popular with collectors and with artists for featuring 
“a lot of movement, a lot of life and a lot of breath,” 
Grenning says. 

“He’s known as a bit of an ‘artist’s artist, because 
a lot of painters will contact me to barter to get one 
of his works. He has a huge following of amateur art- 
ists who never buy art and have never bought art, 
but they have to own one of his little sketches,” she 
says, adding, “One year, when he came — and his 
works come in a big wooden crate — he took the crate 
apart and built a little rowboat so that he could paint 
a scene of Sag Harbor from the water. He’s a very 
hands-on person.” 

Fenske has dabbled in sculpture, creating a se- 
ries of metal wild boars, one of which can be seen 
on Madison Street in Sag Harbor. He’s even taken 
to teaching via the New Masters Academy online 
school, where he’s created 58 hours of streamable 
painting lessons. 

“He’s not afraid to show people his process,” Gren- 
ning says of his generous online coursework. In clos- 
ing, she adds, “I consider him one of the finest paint- 
ers of this generation.”

Troubleshoot and Correct Problems 
For example, white stains in the bricks

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Honoring North 
Fork Cover Artist: 


Captain Bob Bozek —

he cover art featured on this 

month’s Dan’s Papers North Fork 
issue is the work of Captain Bob Bozek 
— once president of the Montauk Boat- 
men and Captains Association, now an 
87-year-old artist and resident of Cape 
Coral, Florida. 

The inspiration for this week’s cover 
came at the request of Bozek’s Shelter 
Island friend who wanted a painting 
of the Long Beach Bar Lighthouse, 
aka Bug Light, which can be seen 
from Greenport and Shelter Island. 
Once given a usable photo to work off 
of, Bozek spent a month creating his 
painting and swore he’ never paint 
Bug Light again because of how im- 
mensely detailed it is. On the way 
home from Shelter Island, another 
friend asked for a painting of the same 
lighthouse, and the cycle continued. 

While Bozek’s original vision for the 
painting included a gray sky, white- 
caps and the shoreline in the distance, 
he soon realized that by turning the 
sky a dark blue, the lighthouse would 
pop off the page and grab the viewer’s 
attention. The cover of this month’s 
Dan’s Papers North Fork features the 
latest and most detailed rendition of 
Bozek’s Bug Light paintings. “Each 
one, as I paint it, is not a carbon copy 
of the one I did before. Every one is 
new and different, but it’s basically 
the same sketch over and over again,” 
he says of his paintings that rely on 
the same reference photo. 

Over the years, Bozek has received 
requests to paint a variety of light- 
houses including the Fire Island 
Lighthouse, Rose Island Lighthouse 
and Jupiter Inlet Lighthouse. He’s 
painted the iconic Montauk Light- 
house 49 times from a variety of 
angles and in several seasons. “People 
kept asking for them, and I kept paint- 
ing them, but I don’t want to get stuck 
as the artist who paints lighthouses. I 
like to do other things, but other than 
my abstract, I haven’t done much else,” 
he says, clarifying that he does do ab- 
stract paintings and painted sneak- 


ers dubbed “Captain Bob’s Kicks.” 
He continues, “To a lot of people I’m 
‘Captain Bob, and I have that fishing 
background, so I think they more or 
less expect it. ... All of the sudden I’m 
the lighthouse painter, which I don’t 
really mind.” 

Having begun painting under his 
mother’s tutelage at the age of 12, a 
professional instructor advised her to 
give up on her budding painter. “The 
instructor said, ‘Save your money, he’ll 
never be an artist. Maybe he can do 
commercial work, mechanical work, 
industrial work or be a draftsman.’ So 
she stopped giving me lessons, but I 
never stopped painting,” he recalls. 

At Oceanside High School, he took 
every art course they had, helped cre- 
ate sets for the theater group and stud- 
ied photography as a means of piecing 
together the school’s first arts major — 
earning him the title of “Oceanside’s 
Rembrandt” in the school yearbook. 

Bozek went on to work in the news- 
paper business for four decades, keep- 
ing his finger on the art side of things 
from his early role in production to his 
final role as the advertising produc- 
tion manager. 

While working for Newsday in the 
1950s, Bozek and former investiga- 
tive reporter Bob Greene were found- 
ing members of a St. Anthony’s High 
School gridiron club that sought to 
fundraise the creation of a football 
team for the school. In coming up 
with a logo for the team that was to 
be called the “Friars,” Bozek drew up 
the image of a galloping friar, a small 
monk atop a speeding racehorse, 
which has since become ingrained in 
St. Anthony’s tradition and iconogra- 
phy, and can still be seen within the 
school. “I think that was maybe my 
greatest accomplishment — to do that 
and have it last this long — that was 
something that I created and that gave 
a name to their football team.” 

Bozek painted in a shared Man- 
hattan studio until a fire marshal 
closed the artists down in 1961. His 
focus shifted away from painting after 
that, when he left New York City and

moved to Smithtown. He didn’t return 
to painting in an official capacity un- 
til 2017 when his daughter Meghan, 
now acting as his art manager, asked 
him to paint a triptych of a giant tuna 
for her home, then a painting of the 
Mystery House, then her dogs on the 
beach. 

“That started me again. It opened 
the floodgates, and I never stopped,” 
Bozek says, adding that in the six 
years since he’s returned to his art, he 
has created 159 paintings. He goes on 
to say that there was one additional 
person responsible for his passion- 
ate return to the paintbrush: beloved 
Long Island artist Daniel Pollera, who 
died unexpectedly in March 2022. 

“Danny and I went back quite a 
ways, Bozek shares, noting that the 
friends both received their boat cap- 
tain’s license at the same time and 
from the same tutor, both had lived 
in Baldwin Harbor, both attended 
and but didn’t graduate from SUNY 
Farmingdale and both painted many 
of the same subjects. “I had great re- 
spect for Danny Pollera. He was my in- 


spiration to start this again, even after 
Meghan prodded me. I did a little bit 
for her, but he got me going ... he gave 
me a lot of inspiration. Even though 
I was about 20 years his senior, our 
paths kind of followed along.” 

Bozek describes the style of his non- 
abstract art, such as the Bug Light 
cover, as post-impressionistic with in- 
fluences including Paul Cézanne. “I’m 
not a realist like Danny Pollera was, 
by any means, but I don’t try to be,” 
he says. 

Currently, Bozek is working to 
complete a total of 35 small paintings 
for the Sag Harbor Chamber of Com- 
merce Arts & Crafts Fair on June 17 
and 18. Expect to see lighthouses, 
abstract works and possibly Captain 
Bob’s Kicks, but don’t expect anything 
from his personal Sleeping Beauty 
series. 

“T have a series of my wife sleeping 
on the sofa; I call it ‘Sleeping Beauty. 
I’m doing number five of her sleeping 
on the couch now,” he adds. “I do that 
for my personal enjoyment, and she 
allows me to hang them in my studio.”

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Winter Fun on the North Fork

he North Fork is loved for its 

sunny beachside summers, fall 
pumpkin season and the warming days 
of spring. But it has long been a quiet, 
closed-up place in the darker months 
of January, February and into March. 
Traditionally, this is the season when 
farmers and fishermen rested, visitors 
stayed home and local businesses pro- 
vided only the basic essentials. 

Deep winter is still a perfect time 
to retreat and recharge, but for those 
days when you crave more activity, the 
North Fork now has plenty to do in the 
quiet season. 

Ice Skating 

Residents used to wait for ponds and 
inlets to freeze and then skate on the 
thick ice. Now, ice-skating is as easy as 
heading to Greenport’s Mitchell Park 
ice rink. 

“What makes our rink special is that 
it’s located in the heart of the village, 
in Mitchell Park, which is the heart of 
Greenport,” says Sylvia Pirillo, Green- 
port Village Clerk. “It’s in a sunny spot 
right by the carousel and you can see 
the water as you skate.” 

While many rinks use artificial ice, 
Greenport uses plain, old-fashioned 
frozen water. 

“That’s the problem,” laughs Pirillo. 

The ice needs overnight tempera- 
tures of 20 degrees or below, and 
January is off to a warm start. The 
Village hopes the rink will open by late 
January. 

Fridays are family night, with $7 
skating (including skate rental) from 
5-9 p.m. The next free skate day, 
sponsored by Friends of Mitchell 
Park, is February 5, from 11 a.m.—5 
p.m., with free skating (including 
skate rentals) for those 17 and under.

ts happening in tasting rooms 

and eateries across the North 
Fork Wine Trail and beyond: Every 
year, top vineyards ratchet up their 
reputations among oenophiles while 
local restaurants and food vendors 
showcase the imaginations of more 
and more world-class chefs. Not all 
residents are thrilled about it, but the 
North Fork continues its seemingly 
inevitable transformation into a bona 
fide four-season resort destination. 

The weeks leading up to Valentine’s 
Day (or if you prefer, “Galentine’s Day,” 
with a nod to Parks and Recreation) 
are an excellent time for locals and 
visitors to explore the North Fork’s 
ever-expanding bounty of wine and 
food (and chocolate — so much choco- 
late). You may need an extra glass or 
two of wine to warm your bones, but 
early February presents a unique op- 
portunity to experience the region at 
arguably its mellowest time of year. 

Check online or call ahead about 
Valentine’s Day menus and events at 
your favorite spots.

2020 Waypoint Ritchie 
Vineyard Chardonnay

s we are firmly ensconced in the winter months, 
ost wine drinkers prefer a nice glass of red 
paired with heartier meals, or to drink .on its own, 
over lighter white wines that pair better with warm- 
weather meals. However, there are definitely some 
whites that can brave the chilly winter temperatures 
as well as stand up to cold-weather meals. This wine, 
the 2020 Waypoint Ritchie Vineyard Chardonnay 
from Ritchie Vineyard, located in the iconic Rus- 
sian River area of California, is one of these wines. 
This Chardonnay is a splurge, but it is a splurge 
well worth it. It has extremely delicate notes of but- 
ter and oak. While there are plenty of California 
Chardonnays that are both overpriced and over 
_ oaked, this is not one of them. It absolutely does 
not fall into the trap of tasting like movie theater 
popcorn flooded in fake butter. This wine is beauti- 
ful and elegant. It’s like a warm hug without being

overbearing or clunky. 
According to their website, the Ritchie Vineyard 


that are carefully cared for by Kent Ritchie. The age 
and clone cause the fruit to retain much of the natu- 
ral minerality and acidity of the Russian River Valley 
so the wines are fresh and vibrant. This brightness is 
balanced with 62% new French oak barrels and it’s 
aged for 18 months after barrel fermentation. 

On the nose, one can find brioche, toast and ha- 
zelnut with the telltale Chardonnay tropical flavors. 
Don’t let the oak fool you because the mouthfeel 
offers a crisp, clean minerality, bright acidity and 
citrus tones. 

This wine is so. silky smooth and well balanced 
it will appeal to not only all types of Chardonnay 
drinkers but also to all types of wine drinkers. It 
is truly crowd-pleasing, but you may not want to 
share. 

The wine retails for $60.

Shinnecock Voices: Mother and Son 
Continue Family Art Tradition

a exists in everything we see. Whether you are 
ooking at an automobile, a lamp, a dress or a 
fishing boat, an artist dreamt it and designed it. 
Some art tells a story or is created to adorn the walls 
of our home. Other times, art is functional, like a 
magnificent coffee table or chair. Even the natural 
life around us, such as a spider spinning its web and 
the bird building its nest, participate in the creation 
of art. 

Art has existed here on Long Island for 
thousands of years, created and prac- © 
ticed by the many Indigenous com- 
munities that have called this island 
home. Our people have created beau- 
tiful beads from the various shells 
found on our shores, like the wampum 
created from quahog clams. Other times 
dyes made from berries were used to paint 
clothing, and beautiful baskets were woven from 
wood and grasses for fishing and other uses. 

One of Long Island’s beautiful art styles comes in 
the form of duck decoys. The late Shinnecock Chief 
Eugene Cuffee and Charles S. Bunn, both born in 
the 1860s, were two of the most well-known decoy 
carvers. Generally using cedar, tupelo or high- 
density cork, Cuffee and Bunn would masterfully 
design and carve beautiful waterfowl decoys to be 
used for hunting and as home art installations. If 
you are lucky to own one of these pieces of history, 


you are holding priceless art. 

A descendant of both Cuffee and Bunn, Gloria 
Smith has also found art to hold a special place 
in her heart. Smith, who will be 90 years old this 
year and resides on the Shinnecock reservation, 
describes herself as having been born with art. The 
self-taught artist worked up until she was 87 years 
old. When you talk with Smith, you can feel the cre- 
ativity shooting from her pores. 

After retiring she had so much creative energy 

to share that she asked her sons to build an 
art studio in her backyard. Over the last 
couple of years Smith has created over 


working in acrylics on canvas, she ex- 
plores both traditional native themes 
and abstract designs in her art. She 
often uses vibrant colors and dramatic 
lines to express herself. While admiring 
her work, I noticed that there is very little 
style repetition, with each piece telling its own 
unique story. Smith says that she finds painting to 
be relaxing and therapeutic, with her studio offer- 
ing moments of tranquility. - 

Smith’s children have also been blessed with the 
family artist gene. In particular, Lyle Smith has car- 
ried on the family tradition of both painting and 
decoy carving. Lyle was born in Southampton and 
is a lifelong resident of the Shinnecock reservation. 
A graduate of Southampton High School and Nas- 
sau Community College, he went on to join the Ma-

rine Corps and later became a police officer. Several 
years ago, he was in a bad motorcycle accident while 
on duty as a police officer. While recovering from 
his injuries, he began to study the decoy styles of 
his ancestors and began to enter the craft himself. 

Lyle’s grandfather and dad were Shinnecock 
hunting guides and his uncle, Norman, was a tradi- 
tional carver as well. With such a rich family history 
of carving, Lyle’s passion and skill as a duck carver 
is simply natural. His meticulous attention to detail 
is seen in each decoy he carves and paints. He does 
so in the traditional Shinnecock way, honoring the 
ones who have come before him and who estab- 
lished the art form. 

Along with fishing, farming, clamming and big- 
ger game hunting, fowl hunting has helped sustain 
Shinnecock people for hundreds of years. The de- 
coys, while beautiful, hold powerful cultural sig- 
nificance. Lyle is helping to preserve that essence 
of Shinnecock culture and shares it with younger 
fowlers within the Shinnecock Nation. 

Gloria and Lyle have had the honor and pleasure 
of showing together at the Southampton Arts Cen- 
ter. Sharing those moments tells the true story of art 
and creativity being passed along from generation 
to generation within the Shinnecock community.

Health on the Frontlines: Longevity and Dental Health -

t turns out that our dental health and oral microbi- 
ome play a major role in cardiac disease, Alzheim- 
er’s and longevity. 

If you have 20 teeth or less by age 70, your chances 
of dying earlier increase dramatically. I had a discus- 
sion with Dr. Robert Sicurelli, DDS and Dr. Adam 
Bear, DDS who are leading prosthodontists and perio- 
dontists in Southampton. They explained that gum 
disease is linked to general health problems like heart 
disease, heart attacks, strokes, diabetes and dementia. 


The overgrowth of one particular oral microbiome- 


bacteria P. gingivalis was linked to Alzheimer’s. Many 
people worldwide did not have regular dental visits 
and cleanings during the COVID-19 pandemic, and 
the number of cases of gum disease and untreated 
cavities have surged throughout the world. Many 
oral health diseases are preventable through proper 
brushing and flossing after every meal and regular 
cleaning and check-ups at your dentist. 

Thad a blood test a year ago and my C-reactive pro- 
tein was elevated, which is a marker for inflammation. 
There was no obvious reason for this inflammation. 
My dentist, Dr. Sicurelli, and periodontist, Dr. Bear, 
noticed that I had swelling above my tooth and diag- 
nosed a failed root canal that was done in New Jersey 
10 years ago. They immediately sent me to Dr. Joubert, 
a highly competent endodontist in Wainscott, who re- 


treated the tooth. The inflammation disappeared and 
my C-reactive protein blood test went back to normal _ 
six weeks later. ; 

I mention this because this may have led to more 
serious systemic medical issues over time. The bot- 
tom line is to take care of your teeth and gums. Brush, 
floss and use water picks.at your dentist’s recommen-

dation; and avoid eating and drinking sugary foods. 
Think positive and test negative.

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Donna Schneier: Art Jewelry Exhibit Bijoux Founder

f you fancy the fine arts in the Hamptons or Palm 

Beach, Donna Schneier needs no introduction. 
The longtime art consultant and jewelry collector 
have been renowned and respected in the field for 
the better part of six decades. A native Floridian 
and New York transplant, Schneier has a keen eye 
for the timeless and inimitable. 

While to some, jewelry may be an accessory to 
their “Sunday finest,” to Schneier, a bracelet, neck- 
lace or earring is a wearable work of art. Each article 
is individual in its own right, and pieces of art jew- 
elry possess intrinsic characteristics that display 
their artist’s expressions. Much like an admired 
portrait, a piece of art jewelry similarly purveys its 
artist’s intents, feelings as well as external effects of 
the era. By this measure, art tells the story of his- 
tory, displayed through timeless works of jewelry. 

“In the 1960s, art jewelry exploded on the scene 
in Europe,” Schneier says. “It was explosive, indeed, 
and innovative. Oftentimes unwearable, these same 
characteristics continued through the 1970s and 
1980s. As the climate changed across the globe, 
such as in the 1990s when things got quieter, so did 
the art of jewelry. 

“Like any great novel or painting, for art jewelry 
to be great it has to be the art of its time,” she con- 
tinues. “The political situation, the economic cir- 
cumstances, are always reflected in artwork — art 
jewelry also does this.” 

With a collection that largely encompasses this 
era, dating to the latter half of the 20th century, 
Schneier has broadened people’s horizons and their 
appreciation for art jewelry. Schneier says that art 
jewelry is unique, because regardless of your previ- 
ous experiences with it, whether considered a nov- 
ice or a connoisseur, it can be appreciated. 

“The jewelry in my collection is so innovative and 
inspiring, even the most uninformed person can 
appreciate the work,” she says. “No matter who you 
are, you can appreciate the excitement of finding a 
new piece of art-to-wear jewelry.” 

Schneier is the founder and host of Bijoux — 
meaning “jewelry” in French. The exhibition, 
which is oftentimes called her brainchild by those 
who attend, offers a viewing and shopping exhibit. 
Regarded as one of the nation’s largest and most 
important jewelry shows, Schneier takes an active 
role in identifying and preserving notable, ground- 
breaking and historically significant art jewelry. 

“Bijoux is like Macy’s at Christmas,” Schneier 
says. “It’s really wild. 

“The art jewelry movement really evolved in the 
second half of the 20th century, and I started col- 
lecting it,” she adds. “At the time, I sold 20th cen- 
tury ceramics and glass and realized quickly that 
I could not collect what I sold. So, I looked at this 
rather new movement, decided yes, this is what I 
wanted to collect, and that’s what I did. 

“After some time, I approached the Museum of 
Art and Design in New York and I suggested we hold

an event — originally called LOOT — in 1994,” she 
continues. “It began and it is still running-to this 
day, though now it’s called Mad for Jewelry. When 
I came down to Palm Beach, I thought of starting 
Florida’s version of that, which is where Bijoux got 
its start.” 

The exhibition, which features national and inter- 
national leaders in the industry, is hosted at the pres- 
tigious Boca Raton Museum. Going on its 14th year, 
the exclusive exhibition brings the epicenter of the 
art jewelry world to beautiful Palm Beach County. 

Residents await Bijoux every year in Palm Beach, 
but in New York, Schneier remains notable for her 
own personal collection of art jewelry. The vast 
compilation of culture represented in her collection 
led her to donate 200 works to New York’s iconic 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

Once the gift was accepted, the Met’s leader- 
ship determined it appropriate to exhibit nearly 80 
works, for which they produced a catalog. While 
each of the works was distinctly unique and from 
various artists, Schneier says that together they 
told a beautiful story about the history of art jew- 
elry — beginning in the early 1960s and continuing 
through the early 21st century. 

“When people first looked at my collection, they 
noted the diversity,” she says. “They asked, “Why 
didn’t you collect just one type of art jewelry?’ I 
replied that I only collected what moved the field 
forward. In other words, I didn’t collect just what I 


liked, I collected what I thought moved the envelope 
forward. 

“It is my opinion that in order for a work to be 
considered great, it needs to be innovative,” she 
continues. “The artist needs to design and execute 
it themselves. It doesn’t meet the requirement if the 
artist just designs jewelry,” 

Schneier notes that the famed Picasso did so, but 
his works never qualified for her collection. 

“They need to do it themselves — no casting, no 
throwing it in a mold,” she says. “Sometimes an 
artist can create something wonderful, but it’s just 
an accident by the artist. To me, that doesn’t mean 
much. It needs to be deliberately designed and con- 
ceived by the artist. It’s part of the work for the art- 
ist to be established and serious, making a commit- 
ment to the field.” 

When asked what keeps her inspired to do more, 
Schneier describes the experience of uncovering an 
inimitable piece of jewelry for the first time. 

“They give you an intellectual surprise,” Schneier 
says. “When you come across a work that moves the 
envelope of art jewelry forward, you get a visceral 
reaction. It’s like a big touchdown in a game of foot- 
ball. Uncovering these works is more than mental, 
it’s physical, it hits you in the stomach, and it excites 
your whole body.”
